1 find that the most dependahle 
shelter trees for Alberta is Carag: 
anas, Green Ash, and Evergreens 
particularly the native Spruce. 1 
have also found that the Wild Siba1 
fan Crab and native wild plum: are 
extremely hardy and will make splen 
did shelter trees. In these you havc 
the apple and plum blossoms in th 
spring and the fruit in the fall, al- 
though the apples are very small but 
will make jelly. The wild plums are 
splendid. 

The ntaples, poplars and willow: 
are not much good on dry land but 
will no doubt do much hetter unde 
water, However these trees make + 
fine shelter in two or three years anc 
if planted alternately and not toc 
thick they can be taken out of the 
grove later on in case they freeze 
back, 

There are a number of very hardy 
shrahs that will co well in Southerr 
Alberta. The cld purple, the white anc 
Josikia Lilacs, all do well. The 
tartarian honey suckle and, spirear 
are also hardy. The May Day tree 
(the old man) Virginia Creeper hops 
Mozntain Ash ang several kinds cf 
hardy roses.

A 1931 Seed Time Problem 


Seeding time throughout Western Canada is at hand, and, as the farmer 
overhauls his ploughs, harrows, and seeders in preparation for the Spring 
work, he naturally is looking forward and planning just what he ought to do 
in the light, not only of his own individual circumstances, but of prevailing 
world conditions and prospects. 

The prairie farmer is an optimist, as a rule. Indeed, to succeed, he can 
hardly be anything else. Unquestionably, however, there is less optimism 
prevalent as the season of 1931 opens than is usually the case throughout 
this western country, and many farme*s are in somewhat of a quandary in 
reaching a decision just what is best for them to do this year. 

Most of them have been growers of wheat. It has been their 
article of production. 
past year and a half wheat has been a drug on the world’s markets. The 
selling price has fallen well below the cost of production, 
surplus stock on hand in various countries. What, then, is the prospect for 
disposing of a new crop of wheat at profitable prices in 1931? Yet the vast 
majority of prairie farmers cannot turn from wheat growing to something 
else in one short season, even if it was advisable to do so. 

Under these circumstances should the farmer proceed to seed the aver- 
age number of acres he has been seeding in years past? If he does and all the 
great wheat growing countries, as well as Canada, harvest an average nor- 


mal crop, will the price obtainable for the wheat yield him a profit, or will it 
again fail to cover the costs of production and leave him in a worse position | 


than if he had grown no wheat? 
Inasmuch as the farmer cannot rest from growing something,—his liveli-

Western Canada wheat grower could be assured of a good crop, while below | 
average crops were the rule in other great wheat producing countries, his | 


course would be clear, But as to this no man can foretell. 
Possibly many farmers will consider it wise to merely seed sufficient 


acreage to provide him with a livelihood if all gces well, and devote his time | 


to the eradication of weeds and the more thorough cultivation of his land in 


preparation for future operations, coupled with the planting and expert care | 


of a garden sufficient to supply the needs of his own femily during the sum- 
mer and next winter, 

A goodly number of farmers will have to look fo the Government to sup- 
ply them with seed; many others will not be able this year to buy registered 
seed, but whatever acreage is sown, be it large or small, should be seeded 
with good, clean seed, the best it is possible to obtain under the circumstances. 


Generally speaking, too, farmers will have to keep down all overhead 
expenses. Last year’s plough, harrow and seed drill will have to do service 
another year, Therefore, careful overhauling of all present equipment will 
undoubtedly be one of the outstanding activities on farms at this time. The 
farmer and his family may have to work even Harder than usual and possi- 
bly get along with one hired man where formerly two were employed, even 
though this may operate to continue or temporarily intensify the existing 
unemployment.

To Protect Coal Industry 


Value For Duty Purposes Fixed On 
Bituminous Coal 

In order to prevent dumping into 
Canada of bituminous coal, the value 
for duty purposes has been fixed by 
Hon. E. B. Ryckman, Miniater of Na- 
tional Revenue, at $1 per ton on slack 
coal, and $1.25 on run of mine. The 
order-in-council provides that these 
values are to apply to the point of 
production, and when the coal is 
brought into Canada from a diversion 
or intermediate distributing point, all 
charges to such intermediate pojnt 
are to be added to the value for duty 
purposes, 

The effect of the order-in-council 
is that if coal is brought into Can- 
ada on a cost basis of less than $1 
for slack, or $1.25 for run of mine 
at the point of production, the dump- 
ing clauses of the Customs act will 
apply and the differences will accrue 
to the government in the form of 
customs duty. The ordinary duty of 
50 cents per ton on bituminous im- 
ports remains unchanged. 

The new provisions are not to ap- 
ply to importations bonafide pur- 
chased and in transit to Canada on 
or before March 14, 

Setting of value for duty purposes 
follows a series of representations 
made to the government by bitu- 
minous producers in this country who 
claim they have suffered as a result 
of unfair competition. The action 
by the minister is expected to have an 
effect on production of both Nova 
Scotia and Alberta mines,

Plans For Air Service Between West 
Indies and Canada Not Completed 
The proposed British air service in 

the British West Indies and between 

the West Indies and Canada is not 
in as complete a state as he would 
like to see it, Frederick Montague, 
under-secretary for air, told the 

Rritish House of Commons. 

The original proposals in view 
of the financial difficulties sur- 
rounding the problem, were divided 
into two sections. The first dealt 
with an air service covering the 
West Indies and penetrating down 
into British Guiana, The second 
covered a weekly air service between 
Trinidad and Montreal by way of

“The present scheme depends 
upon the co-operation of Canada 
in view of their interest in the sec- 
ond section of the projects,” the 
under-secretary declared.

New Giant Cunard Liner 


Interior Decorations To Be Most 
Elaborate Of Any Vessel Afloat 


Continued rapid progress is being 
made on the new giant Cunard liner 
of 73,000 tons which is at present 
under construction in the yards of 
John Brown & Company, at Cylde- 
bank, Scotland. 

Details have reached the local of- 
fices of the Cunard Line with refer- 
ence to a number of the plans for 
the interior decoration of the liner 
which up to the present is without a 
name. 

Mr. Eric Reford, vice-president of 
the Rebert Reford Company, and 
general manager of the Cunard Line 
in Canada, in discussing some of the 
features which will be part of the 
new Cunarder, mentioned the fact 
that she will have an exceedingly 
beautiful church and that it will be 
decorated in accordance with the best 
traditions of English ecclesiastical 
art. 

“The liner itself will have eight 
decks above the water line,” he said, 
“and between the aft and the centre 
funnels will be built the largest din- 
ing room ever to be placed in an 
ocean liner.” 

“The boat deck itself will be 70 
;feet above the water line, and the 
tops of the funnels, which are forty 
feet across, about one hundred and 
thirty feet above. The boat deck is 
to be about 650 feet long and the 
promenade deck 720 feet long.” 

‘I understand that the interior 
decoration of the Cunarder has not 
been settled, but I am sure that it 
will be the most elaborate that has 
ever been known on an ocean liner.” 

“It is fully expected that the con- 
struction of the hull will be well ad- 
vanced by the spring,” said Mr( Re- 
ford in closing.

Timothy 
fichael Healy, over whose bitter-

Cawnpore Troops Shoot Down 
Rioting Nationalists 


Karachi, India.—Turmoil broke out 


30 


again in India as Mahatma Gandhi, 


here for the Nationalist congress 
meeting, was jeered by Communists, 
and troops at Cawnpore shot down 
at least 30 rioting Nationalists. 

The disorders grew out of the exe- 
cution last week of three Indians con- 
victed of the murder of a 21-year-old 
police official in 1928. Gandhi was tak- 
en off 2 train 12 miles outside of the 
town, but the thousands gathered 
here for the congress meeting spotted 
him as he rode into town in an auto- 
mobile. 

A group of 30 or more, known to 
be of Communist leaning, made for 
him with jeers and one even made 
as though to attack the .frail little 
man with a flag staff. Some car- 
ried a tray with a gruesome mess ot 
mud and blood. 

“Here is the blood of our brothers 
who were murdered,” they cried, re- 
ferring to the three executed Indians. 
“Take it back with your truce to 


Delhi.” 
Gandhi's men drove off the as- 
sailants, and there were cheers for 


Mahatma, 

The day at Cawnpore was even 
more serious. Rioting began during 
the night when Moslem shop-keepers 
refused to close their stores under 
a general strike order by the con- 
giess men. Troops came out when 
the fighting got serious, and “before 
the worst was over, 30 had been kill- 
ed, and at least-100 injured.
